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HOUSTON PURCHASES WEDWAY 


It was announced last week that Houston Intercontinental Airport 
will replace its existing tunnel train interterminal transportation 
system with aWEDway PeopleMover System. This marks the debut 
of our company in a new industry and is a significant milestone in 
the history of Walt Disney Productions. 

Community Transportation Services, a division of Walt Disney 
Productions, has been in existence since February 1974, and in that 
time it has introduced many interested buyers to our Monorail and 
PeopleMover systems. A presentation was first made to the Houston 
Airport in August 1978, as they were in the market for a new transit 
system to replace their old one... their second system in seven 
years. The tunnel train service at the airport was unreliable, costly 
and plagued with problems. The only solution was to install a new 
system and of the five systems submitted for consideration, the 
WEDway PeopleMover was chosen. 

The PeopleMover system has many advantages over other 
mass-transit sytems. It is extremely safe with no exposed power rail 
pickup as found in some other systems. It has a 99.8% reliability 
record during it's operation here at Walt Disney World. It is quiet, 
nonpolluting and energy efficient. More importantly to the pur- 
chaser, it is not a new experimental system ... our WEDway 
PeopleMover has carried some 17 million passengers over 15 million 
passenger miles without injury or serious mishap. 





similar to our own PeopleMover in Tomorrowland. The chief differ- 
ences are in the design of the cars and the stations. The Houston cars 
will be enclosed with seating for six and standing room for an 
additional six passengers in each car. Each train will be made up of 
three cars. Instead of slowing speeds to match a moving beltway at 
stations, like the system used in Tomorrowland, the Houston trains 
will come to a complete stop to allow passengers to board and 
disembark. Otherwise, the system is mechanically identical to our 
own Walt Disney World attraction. 

Dick Wiedenbeck, General Manager of Community Transporta- 
tion Services, explained that the Houston project is a joint venture of 


Walt Disney Productions and Turner Construction Company. "The 
Disney-Turner team will build the system and operate it for five 
years as part of the contract,” Dick explained. “A lot of effort has 
gone into the marketing of our transportation systems,” he added, 
“And the Houston project wouldn't be a reality today if it weren't for 
the combined efforts of many individuals at WED and Turner Con- 
struction . . . particularly, people like Dick Fox at WED and Gary 
Thompson of Turner who were the project managers for the respec- 
tive organizations.” 

In a recent statement to the press, Card Walker, President and 
Chief Executive Officer of Walt Disney Productions, said, "We now 
expect to pursue other opportunities in cities throughout the United 
States through our Community Transportation Services Division.” 
Already, our C.T.S. team is working on several additional projects 
involving both our WEDway PeopleMover and our Monorail 
system.

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WORKING AND LEARNING 
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Just three of our outstanding Co-op/Intern students spending their summer at Walt Disney World. Cathy Curley 
is one of our Co-op students who will be graduating from the University of Cincinnati in June 1980. Cathy is at 
WED working and studying for her degree in Interior Design. Dale Stapler is spending his summer as a Co-op 
student in Industrial Engineering. Dale will be graduating from Georgia Tech next spring with a degree in 
Industrial Engineering. Tony Jenkins is spending his second summer at Walt Disney World at the Plaza Pavilion. 
Tony is one of our Intern students and is studying at Morris Brown College, Atlanta. He graduates in December 
1979 with a degree in Restaurant and Institutional Management. 


Since 1972, Walt Disney World has been involved with a number of Coopera- 
tive and Intern programs. These programs allow selected students to put into 
practice the principles that they are learning at colleges or universities. 

Cooperative (or Co-op) students usually work one or two semesters in a 
location here at Walt Disney World .. . often as part of their academic re- 
quirements. These periods of work may fall at any time of the year. On the 
other hand, Intern students are summer employees working just for the experi- 
ence. Interns are carefully selected before placement, and are placed only in 
course-related positions. 

It has always been our policy to promote from within wherever possible, but 
there are some areas where a specific expertise is required and cannot be 
taught on the job. The Co-op/Intern program allows us to evaluate the potential 
of possible future cast members, while at the same time assisting the student. 
The program operates in conjunction with colleges and universities through- 
out the United States who offer the best curriculums in the program related 
areas of Walt Disney World. 

You'll find Co-ops and Interns throughout the company . . . Foods (Culinary 
and Food & Beverage Supervisors), WED (Industrial and Interior Designers, 
Architects), Wardrobe (Fashion Designers), Facilities (Industrial Engineering, 
Environmental Protection), Finance (Accountants), Management Information 
Systems — M.I.S. (Programer Analysts), etc. There are currently 39 Co-op and 
Intern students working at Walt Disney World and they represent 20 colleges 
and universities. 

The Co-op/Intern program is never intended to replace promotion from 
within, but it will continue to provide us with candidates for positions where 
specific expertise is essential. It also provides students the opportunity to learn 
from our cast. . . and for our cast to learn something from the students. 


THREE EASY WAYS TO HAVE 
A NICER DAY AT OUR EMPLOYEE CAFETERIAS 


(1) Lines at the cash register go considerably faster when everyone has their 
money ready when they reach the cashier. You can cause a one-person 
people jam all by yourself at the cash register as you fumble in your pockets or 
purse for your money. 

(2) To avoid confusion, help the cashiers out by telling them what type of 
sandwich you have. Chicken salad and tuna salad look very similar when 
hidden under a slice of bread.

When you have to repeat your 
order three or four times, it's probably due to the fact that you're not speaking 
loud enough and not because the cast member on the grill is hard of hearing. 





NEW HOTEL MONORAIL 
SYSTEM BEING TESTED 


Until recently, our hotel guests, using 
our Monorail service, were subjected 
to slight delays that were inherent in 
the system, and therefore, unavoid- 
able. Observations showed that our 
Monorails were averaging 3 to 3% 
minutes in each station and making a 
round trip in about 18 to 22 minutes. 
Looking ahead to an increase in 
guest demand due to increased at- 
tendance and anticipated hotel con- 
struction, it became obvious that our 
Monorails would not be able to 
handle the projected volume of pas- 
sengers. It was then, that Bruce Laval 
of Industrial Engineering began re- 
evaluating a system called Desig- 
nated Car Loading. 

Basically, Designated Car Load- 
ing allocates a certain number of 
doors to each destination from each 
station. Assisted by additional sign- 
ing and station personnel, guests 
must choose which station they in- 
tend to disembark at before board- 
ing. By designating doors for board- 
ing passengers, our guests are now 
guaranteed a seat on a train and the 
“hunt and peck” system of searching 
for an empty seat is eliminated. This 
in turn has reduced the station time of 
a train to around one minute, and the 
total cycle time to 12 to 14 minutes. 
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guests 
will not be able to board the Hotel 
Monorail at the Magic Kingdom for 


the Ticket and Transportation 
Center. However, guests boarding at 
the Contemporary and Polynesian 
can board for the T.T.C. All other as- 
pects of the Hotel Monorail service 
remain the same. 

Bill Burns, Area Manager of 
Transportation, remarked, “Our 
Monorail crew has been very en- 
thusiastic about Designated Car 
Loading and has given us some ex- 
cellent suggestions to fine tune the 
system. It's working well because 
our cast members are making it 
work well.” 


THE EMERGENCY BUILDING 
TEMPERATURE REGULATIONS AND 
HOW THEY WILL AFFECT OUR CAST 


On July 16, President Carter announced the enactment of the Emergency 
Building Temperature Regulations. This plan must be enacted within all 
public buildings by August 15, 1979. 

The primary impacts at Walt Disney World will be felt in the following 
ways: 

e During the summer months, thermostats will not be set below 78°F except 
in exempt areas such as critical equipment rooms. 

è During the winter, thermostats will not be set above 65°F. 

e Domestic hot water will not be heated above 105°F unless for sanitary 
purposes where higher temperatures are required. 

© Due to the nature of regulations, cast members located in buildings 
where cooling is carried out using air handlers rather than air- 
conditioners will experience variations in temperatures . . . both unusu- 
ally cool and warm. 

è Unoccupied buildings are required to have air-conditioning systems 
shut down — this affects those buildings unoccupied at night or on 
weekends. 

Our Walt Disney World maintenance crews are currently working to 
comply with these new regulations. They are also modifying equipment 
wherever necessary to minimize discomfort for our cast and for our guests. 
You can expect to experience some discomfort, but your co-operation will 
be appreciated and, if necessary, be prepared to explain the impact of 
these regulations to our guests.

A very familiar face to the cast of Lake Buena Vista, Ruby Peterson is a 
lead at our Lake Buena Vista Wardrobe location. Ruby has been with 
Wardrobe since she was hired in July 1976, and she’s doing what she’s 
done all her life — working and helping people. 

Ruby was born in Hogansville, Georgia, and lived there until she was 
17. She married and traveled all over Europe with her husband, who was 
in the Army.

Ruby is appreciated by our Lake Buena Vista cast 
and was awarded the title of Employee of the Month for July for the Resort 
Operations area . . . not only for being helpful but because she hasn't 
missed a day's work since she started. 
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Rick Mitchell joined our Walt Disney World cast in December 1975, asa 
member of our Print Shop crew. Originally from Louisville, Kentucky, 
Rick moved to Florida in 1969. He took a job as a janitor at a printing 
company, and through on-the-job training, he worked his way up to 
pressman. With these qualifications, he moved to Walt Disney World and 
learned more about the Printing business. Now Rick is capable of working 
in almost any part of our Walt Disney World Print Shop. 

“When I was young,” Rick recalled, “I was a Boy Scout and I encour- 
aged my two twin boys — Bobby and Billy — to become scouts, too. Since 
there wasn’t a cub scout pack in our neighborhood, some of the other 
parents and I started our own pack for our children.
